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A New Form of Taxation,
Tunex are two kinds of taxes recoguized by
the Constitution of the United States, One is
“indireot.’ Under this hend may be olassad
all forma of taxation which do mnot fall at an
even rate por capitn on ench individosl; or,
it may be more proper to define “'direct’’ taxa.
tion as that kiond which s assessed so muooh
on ench individoal, withont regard to pro-
perty, while “‘indirect’’ inclondes every other
kind, The latituds given to Congress to lagis-
late in favor of raisivg revenuas, vests an abio-
lute power in the House of Rapressntatives to
originate every form of taxation which comes
nnder the head of *Yodirect.”  Dat whils the
vent is left open the imposition of dirsct
taxes are oarefully guarded. The provision
for laying them is distinot and uneqaivooal.
The first article and aection
says:—*‘Representatives and divect fares shall
be appertioned among the sereral States which
may be included within tha Union according
to thelr respective numbers, which sball be de-
termined by addiog to the whole number of
free persons, inolading thoss bonnd to sgervice
for a term of years, and excluding Indians not
taxed three-fifths of all other persoms.’” 1t
will thus be seen that ustead the present
form of taxation the G has ot its
disposal an entirely differsnt bill, which will
entirely change the mods of collections and
the sources from whiok it At
present we support an immensa nnmber of
officers—there are nearly two hnndred and
fifty assessors, nearly two thousand assistant
assessors, and a like vuwber of collectors and
deputy collectors, &0 that & large proportion of
the real revenue never renclies the eotfers of the
State, but is eaten up hy salaries, This i3
supposiog that nothing 15 extr weted from the
amonnt collected excopt what i3 lagally duoe.
But the enormous amounts dishonestly kept
In the hands of the sub-oillviul render the pro-
portion lost to the CGovernment yet more
alarming. These facts have directed the at- |
tention of Congress to the other aslternative,

Suach a vital change as the adoption of the
proposed system would invita of coarse da-
mands the most mature delibsration. That it
has advantages so far as the necessity of ool
leotion I8 concerned cannot be denied; but
whethaer the disadvantages of the appointmsnt
would not more than overcoma ths cheapness
of the collection, iz a matter for grave con-
gidaration.

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Pawnbroking in Inllerent Countries.
WE ses it stated that a somewhat ourions pe- |
tition has been presented to the British Parlia® |
ment by & number of pawobrokers of London,
to the eflect that, owing to ths frequent
changes ol fushionable dresses and |
other articles deposited with them, and re- l
guired under the existing law to bs kept for
twelve months, are very often so depreciated |
in wvalue at the expiration that time
as to ba comparatively worthless: and that
many persons in congequence avail lbu111_1;~lwd
of this means of getting rid of their wardrobes,
They, therefore, regquest Parllament to alter |
the law 8o as to allow them to dispose of a\l
artioles at the expiration of six months here-
after.
